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1, On 12 August 1952 Soviet stevedores were observed unloading the Soviet freighter 
ISMAIL at pier 16 in Constanta harbor. Soviet guards supervising the unloading 
operation were equipped with gas masks of the Soviet KIP-5 type. In addition to 
the masks, the guards wore gasproof cloaks, gloves and stockings* Guards on Soviet 
ships do not ordinarily wear gas masks or gasproof clothing.
